Getting Started 


加 arging the Battery Pack 


The camcorder can be powered with a battery pack or directly using 
the compact power adapter. 

For approximate charging times and recording/playback times with a 
fully charged battery pack, refer to Charging, Recording and Playback 
y/mes ([11213). 


1 Plug the power cord into a 
power outlet. 

For Asia only: Connect the power 
cord to the compact power 
adapter before plugging the 
power cord into the power outlet. 

2 Connect the compact power 
adapter to the camcorder’s DC 
IN terminal. 

3 Attach the battery pack to the 
camcorder. 

Press the battery pack softly into 
the battery attachment unit and 
slide it up until it clicks in place. 



For Asia only: 
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4 Charging will start when the 
camcorder is turned off. 

• If the camcorder was on, the 
green ON/OFF (CHG) indicator 
will go out when you turn off the 
camcorder. After a moment, 
the ON/OFF (CHG) indicator 
will turn on in red (battery pack 
charging). The red ON/OFF 
(CHG) indicator will go out 
when the battery pack is fully 
charged. 

• If the indicator flashes, refer to 
Troubleshooting ( の 19 0).

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•To prevent equipment breakdowns and excessive heating, do not con¬ 
nect the supplied compact power adapter to voltage converters for 
overseas travels or special power sources such as those on aircraft and 
ships, DC-AC inverters, etc. 

① NOTES 

• We recommend charging the battery pack in temperatures between 
10 °C and 30 °C (50 °F and 86 °F). If either the ambient temperature or 
the battery pack’s temperature is outside the range of approx. 0 °C to 
40 °C (32 °F to104 。り ， charging will not start. 

• If the ambient temperature or the battery pack's temperature is low, 
charging may take longer than usual. 

• The battery pack will be charged only when the camcorder is off. 

• If the power supply was disconnected while charging a battery pack, 
make sure the ON/OFF (CHG) indicator has gone out before restoring 
the power supply. 

•If remaining battery time is an issue, you can power the camcorder 
using the compact power adapter so the battery pack will not be con¬ 
sumed. 

• Charged battery packs continue to discharge naturally. Therefore, 
charge them on the day of use, or the day before, to ensure a full 
charge. 

• Optional battery packs for this camcorder can display the remaining 
battery time. The first time you use an optional battery pack, fully charge 
it and then use the camcorder until the battery pack is completely 
exhausted. Doing so will ensure that the remaining recording time will be 
displayed accurately. 

• We recommend that you prepare battery packs to last 2 to 3 times 
longer than you think you might need. 

• USA and Canada only: The Lithium ion/polymer battery that 
powers the product is recyclable. Please call

battery. 
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Using the Grip Belt 



Fasten the grip belt.

2 Pull the strap to remove it first from the front bracket on the 
camcorder, then to unthread it from the handgrip and finally to 
remove it from the rear bracket on the camcorder.

Using the Touch Screen 


The control buttons and menu items that appear on the touch screen 
change dynamically depending on the operating mode and the task 
you are performing. With the intuitive touch screen interface you have 
all the controls at your fingertips. You can also use the supplied stylus 
pen for a more precise operation.

Quick Start 

When you close the LCD panel with the camcorder on, the camcorder 
enters the standby mode.

Additionally, when you open the LCD 
panel, the camcorder is ready to start recording in approximately 
1 second*, allowing you to record the subject right away.

You can wire¬ 
lessly connect the camcorder to a Wi-Fi network (wireless LAN) using 
an access point (commonly referred to as infrastructure mode) or 
directly to an iOS device* without using a wireless access point (com¬ 
monly referred to as ad hoc mode). The steps you will perform will 
depend on how you plan to use your recordings. Refer to Glossary 
( の 167) for a definition of the frequently used terms in this text. 

* "iOS device" is used in this text to collectively refer to Wi-Fi-enabled iOS devices.

Use this 
connection if you plan to save your recordings on a computer or FTP server (口 156) and 
then upload videos to YouTube and Facebook ( の 160).

About the camcorder's Wi-Fi standard 

The camcorder's Wi-Fi standard complies with the IEEE 802.1 1 b/g/n 
protocol and operates in the 2.4 GHz band. As such, the maximum 
data transfer rate is 11 Mbps for IEEE 802.11 b, 54 Mbps for IEEE 
802.11 g, and 150 Mbps for IEEE 802.11 n. Note that these are theo¬ 
retical values and actual data transfer rates may differ.

• While using Wi-Fi functions, the camcorder’s automatic power off func¬ 
tion will be disabled. 
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Connecting to a Wi-Fi Network 

Wirelessly connecting to a Wi-Fi network via an access point (wireless 
router) is commonly referred to as infrastructure mode.

FTP server 

An FTP server is an application running on a computer that allows 
users to transfer files to and from that computer. 

Infrastructure mode 

A Wi-Fi connection in which devices are connected through an 
access point. 

IP Address 

Exclusive number assigned to each device connected to the net¬ 
work. 

SSID 

Service Set Identifier. This is simply the public name of a Wi-Fi net¬ 
work. 

WPS 

Wi-Fi Protected Setup. Standard for easy and secure setup of Wi-Fi 
networks created by the Wi-Fi Alliance.

Power supply 

• Is the battery charged? Is the compact power adapter correctly con¬ 
nected to the camcorder? 脚 20) 

Recording 

• Did you turn the camcorder on and correctly set it to a recording 
mode? ( 田 44, 89) If you are recording on a memory card, is one cor¬ 
rectly inserted into the camcoder? ( の 39) 

Playback 

• Did you turn the camcorder on and correctly set it to playback mode? 
(CQ 53,118) If you are playing back recordings from a memory card, 
is one correctly inserted into the camcorder? ( の 39) Does it contain 
any recordings? 

Other 

• Does the camcorder make a rattling sound? The internal lens fixture 
can move when the camcorder is turned off or in a playback mode. 
This is not a malfunction. 


Power source 


The camcorder will not turn on or it turns off by itself. 

- The battery pack is exhausted. Replace or charge the battery pack. 

- Remove the battery pack and reattach it correctly. 

The camcorder turns off without the battery warning indicator appearing on the screen. 

- The battery charge has become low or the battery pack is exhausted. Replace or charge the 
battery pack. 

Cannot charge the battery pack. 

- Make sure the camcorder is off so charging can start. 

- The temperature of the battery pack is outside its operating range (approximately 0 - 40 °C 
(32 - 104 DF)). Remove the battery pack, warm it or let it cool down, as neces%ry，and try 
charging it again.

takes longer than usual. 

- When the memory contains a large number of scenes, some operations may take longer than 
usual.

Movies or photos cannot be recorded properly. 

- This may occur as movies and photos are recorded/deleted over time. Save your recordings 
(nn 131) and initialize the memory ( の 42). 
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Cannot record a photo while recording movies. 

- You cannot take photos in I 回） mode, while the digital zoom is activated ( の 49) or while 
fading in or fading out a scene (の 102). 

After using the camcorder for a long time, it becomes hot. 

- The camcorder may become hot after using it continuously for long periods of time; this is not 
a malfunction. If the camcorder becomes unusually hot or it becomes hot after using it only 
for a short while, it may indicate a problem with the camcorder. Consult a Canon Service Cen¬ 
ter. 

Cannot create a new story. 

-A memory can contain a maximum of 98 user-created stories. Delete some stories from the 
gallery (口 63) or select a different memory (口 40).

- This is a phenomenon typical of CMOS image sensors when recording under some types of 
fluorescent, mercury or sodium lamps. This is not a malfunction. To reduce the symptoms, 
change the | •, | 〇 [Flicker Reduction] setting. 

Sound is distorted or is recorded at lower levels. 

- When recording near loud sounds (such as fireworks, shows or concerts), sound may become 
distorted or it may not be recorded at the actual levels. Activate the microphone attenuator 
(口 173) or adjust the audio recording level manually (口 109). 

There are brief stops in the sound recorded with the optional WM-V1 Wireless Microphone.

- Wireless communication is not available with an Eye-Fi card in recording mode or while the 
optional WM-V1 Wireless Microphone is attached to the camcorder. Set the camcorder to 
playback mode or remove the WM-V1. 

- lii, 脚 /!! HiHg Wireless communication is not available with an Eye-Fi card when the cam¬ 
corder has established a wireless connection. Make sure the camcorder has ended the con¬ 
nection.

Connections with External Devices 


Video noise appears on the TV screen. 

- When using the camcorder in a room where a TV is located, keep a distance between the 
compact power adapter and the power or antenna cables of the TV.

- The video input on the TV is not set to the video terminal to which you connected the cam¬ 
corder. Select the correct video input. 
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The camcorder is connected using the supplied HDMI cable, but there is no picture or sound 
from the HDTV.
